A Plain and iS*uthful Statement aa to the Political Sit- 
nation in Orange. 
BY 
T H E “PEOPLES REFORM T IC K E T ” PUBLICITY COM M ITTEE 


About two years 
ago 
the 
then 
Chamber of Commerce 
of 
Orange, 
presented a skeleton system for sow­ 
ers. For Pour maims, four and one- 
half miles through Orange, for the 
outfall, sewer farm and septic tank, 
$16,000 honda were required. All sew­ 
ers were to he of 'uniform depth of 
six feet, except Bt the business cen­ 
ter and at 
high 
school, sufficient 
depth to drain cellars was provided. 
By placing four mains east and west 
it was so arranged that all connec­ 
tions whether from the 
north 
or 
south would run ddnrh 
grade,- The 
town* aa rn whole drains south and 
west, although there are few places 
where water runs north. (Hence, the 
lowest part of town is naturally the 
southwest, and it was accordingly ar­ 
ranged to have the outfall from that 
point Ransom Reid, our sewer ex­ 
pert, after carefully figuring on the 
plan, stated that he had: parities who 
would furnish any hood required by 
the city to put in this complete skel­ 
eton system for $16,000. This Is an 
Interesting figure to remember, as 
the present board, owing mainly to 
unnecessary deep sewers, have 
ex­ 
pended about $12,000 outside the city 
limits, leaving $4000 with which 
to 
build 4% miles of sewer inside the 
city; which* again, owing 
to 
tho 
depth of sewers, and at the rate charg­ 
ed at present, will cost just $17,820. 
which added to the $12,000 expend­ 
ed outside of city, totals $29,820 or 
a loss to Orange taxpayers of $13,820. 
But this Is not half the loss. On ac­ 
count of the depth of sewers the cost 
of connections is affected as follows: 
The average house connection is 
IOO feet. In Santa Ana the common 
price per foot Is 20c. ‘In several oth­ 
er towns, 14c to 20c. In Orange; ow­ 
ing to the unusual depth of sewers, 
the price is 30c, or a .loss to each 
owner of a 50-foot lot of Just 
$10. 
When once the system, 
which 
in­ 
cludes 2000 lots is completed in this 
undesirable, extravagant plan, the 
people of Orange will have lost $20,- 
OOO on connections alone. The skel­ 
eton plan is much fairer to all than 
the present pisa in this: Every tax­ 
payer would pay his proportion for 
the mains, by bond taxation. 
Now 
Smtth, who lives On a lateral street 
on an east and West street with no 
main, would have to pay just $7 for 
his part of the main fronting his 50- 
foot let. And Jones, who lives on a 
street 
where 
a 
main 
is 
lo­ 
cated, 
wcuid 
have 
to 
pay 
in­ 
to the city sewer-fund a like amount 
of $7 for hie 50-foot lot, before con­ 
necting; so that it would cost each 
one alike, just $7. 
The present cost 
of mains is $19 to $20, for a 50-foot 
lot instead of $7. But to state this 
case more fair, let us say that those 
who risked paying in advance were 
promised sewers at $15 for a 50-foot 
lo t 
$15 less $7 Is a loss to each 
owner of a ‘50-foot lot of $8 or when 
(?) the system embracing 2000 lots 
is completed, a loss to the people of 
Orange of $16,000. The .loss to the 
people in the price of pipe 4s in round 
numbers $4000. 
Our bonds could* be 
aloid in 1910 at 4% per cent. We are 
now paying on our bonds 5 per cent, 
■which la a considerable loss to the 
people. 'Without any valid or business 
reason we have been paying 5 per 
cent on paving blonds for nearly two 
years and the money still 
in 
the 
bank. 
At this point we desire on behalf 
of our Board of Trustees, to quote 
from the proceedings of the (Los An­ 
geles Board Of Public Works. It may 
be a comfort to . know 
that other 
boards are extravagant, and misman­ 
age public affairs. 
The 
Times of 
March 16 says: 
“The Hollywood sewer contract, in­ 
volving $350,000, was held up yester­ 
day afternoon to permit Contractor 
6. IM. Kerns to file formal charges 
against the plan of the sewer and 
against the City Engineer’s office. 
“Kerns declared that the survey 
of th# sewer is all wrong, and that 
it carries the pipe over altitudes that 
will in at least one case require an 
excavation of sixty feet. He declared, 
too, that the contours of 
the 
line 
were disregarded. 
“ TUM your sewer down Arlington 
avenue/ he said, ‘and you will be 
able to use a 33-inch pipe and avoid 
a great quantity of unnecessary exca­ 
vation, at the same time giving the 
Wilshire district as good a service 
as you will with the present survey. 
Not only that, but you will save $100,- 
000. I will deposit my certified check 
with this board for $5000 to be for- 


felted: to the city if, with the plans 
changed as I suggest, the bide will 
not be less by $100,000 than any you 
hove received for this present pro] 
eof. You will be St>le to use the small 
sr pipe 'because the fall will 'be suffl 
d en t/ 
“The hoard agreed to hold the con 
tract until further investigation and 
Gen. Chaffee 
Informed 
Kerns 
he 
should put his allegations in writing 
and submit them to the board 
at 
once. 
This Kerns agreed to do. 
The above allegations indicate that 
the Hollywood and th e Orange cases 
are quite similar. ’But (whether the 
Los Angeles Push will push the sew 
er through, right or wrong, as 
the 
Push dees 
things 
in 
some 
other 
towns, we do not know. 
We presume that the old board or 
the proposed new board either would 
push all work now under way and 
other needed work 
to 
completion. 
The main difference is this: That the 
past work of the old board has not 
been economical, but very extrava­ 
gant to the extent of $40,000 to $50,- 
000 loss to Orange, if the present work 
on hand is completed according to 
the old plans. 
On the ether hand, lf 
the Reform ticket should be elected 
many thousands of dollars will be 
saved to the city. Tho sale of city 
property Is practically at a standstill. 
By taking the danger signals (too 
high taxes) down, we can sell our 
property. 
Who ift th Blains for Tills? 
The Orange Inspector of 
Sewers 
and the President 
of the 
Orange 
Trustees, admit our argument Is good 
as to small pipe being 
better 
for 
keeping Itself clean than Is large pipe. 
Eight-inch and even 6-inch is 
con­ 
sidered^ sufficiently large for a street 
sewer wfyere it Is 'possible to run the 
sewage from twenty to forty houses 
through It. 
Up to March 18 it was 
in vogue in Orange to require a 4-, 
tech pipe for a single connection and ' 
a 5-tech pipe for two houses 
who 
wished to join in a connection. 
A 
6-inch connection costs 40c per foot; 
a 4-inieh connection costs 3be 
per 
foot. 
Yet sewer experts say that for 
two houses a 4-inch pipe is better. 
But under orders from the inspector, 
several have 'paid the $10 extra cost 
and took the 6-Inch double connection. 
A citizen of Orange on 'March 
20, 
under protest, agreed to pay 40c per 
foot for the double connection, but 
this fact created a great deal of com­ 
ment as many others were interested. 
•At any rate this citizen was informed 
by the sewer superintendent on the 
morning of the 21st, that' ha pould 
put in the 4-inch confection for the 
double lots. It seems that many were 
told that the city ordinance required 
a 6-inoh pipe, but the president of 
the board announced at a banquet 
given by the 
Young 
Men's 
Club, 
the evening of March 20, that it was 
all a mistake or mlmnderstajoding on 
the port of the sewer inspector; that 
■the ordinance required only a 4-Inch 
pipe.

sewer inspector 
has been

I have got so that I do 
not go to Orange only when I have 
to, as there .are other places where I 
can spend what little money I have. 
Some of my best friends 
are Ger­ 
mans, hut not of the kind 
or class 
that is running the town of Orange 
at present. 
But I. am in hopes that 
Orange will yet come to herself and 
be governed in a business 
way by
